Soino 
one announced that the cavalry were 
emerging from the ravine to charge. 
People on the grand stand jumped up 
to sue them through tho sinoko. 


Tho entire stand wont down with a 


crash.' The utmost confusion followed, 
accompanied by shrieks of victims. It 
was found that many were pinili!d 
down under the boards. 


Hundreds who wore walking on tho 


'(ground rushed to the grand stand look 
Ins'for relatives. Tho confusion was 
Indescribable until the regular soldiers 
formed a line and kept nil back not In 
lureil or caring for those injured. 


Tlie battle, which was at its height 


on the opposite side of the road, waa 
called off at once, and the soldiers, act- 
Ing under direction of-their •ofBcerB, 
began taking care of the-Injured. 


Ambulances wero used .to convey 


people to the city hospitals and within 
a hour after the accident the Injured 
.had all been removed.

The adornment of church doors Is 


an art cf ancient date that still flour- 
ishes In Italy. Tho Church of Santa 
Eablna, on tho Aventlne at Rome, has 
n door of cedar wood carved 
with 


scriptural scenes, and tho work dates 
from tho fifth century. 
A few days 


ago, at an Interval of fifteen centuries, 
the central 
door of the Florentine 


cathedral was unveiled In the presence 
of King Victor Emmanuel III., and Its 
bas-reliefs In gilded bronze show that 
the art of adorning doors has not yet 
died out of Italian art. 


As an engraved frontispiece to 
a 


book giving hints of the beauty that 
was within, the door or door frame of 
an ancient church was made a work 
of art. In that old carved cedar door 
of Santa Sablna on tho Aventlne Hill 
at Rome—a site which Is notable for 
its memories, dating back to the foun- 
dation of tho city—we get Illuminating 
glimpses of the art of the period. That, 
apart from the evidence It furnishes 
to the religious thought of the time. Is 
tho special value of the designs with 
which It Is adorned. 


The art of the catacombs Is ended; 


sculpture following 
the 
decline of 


painting Is rapidly going down; archi- 
tecture, the 
last of the fine arts to 


suffer decadence. Is still vigorous. At 
this moment, when the arts are forsak- 
ing Rome to seek a homo In Ravenna, 
where they will find a new develop- 
ment, but not the most esthetic, tho 
carved door of Santa Sablna stands, 
a landmark between the two styles, 
and a fruitful theme for the art critics 
and students of to-day. 


It was In liso that Bonnano of Pisa 


made the pates of tho diiomn In his 
native city; 20(i years later, save two 
—that Is. In 137S, tho greatest maker 
of bronzo doors that the world has yet 
beheld was born at Florence, Lorenzo 
Ghlbertl. 


Hrunollcschl. born n year before Ghl- 


bortl. who will come Into competition 
with him later. Is distinguished In the 
history of art for the construction of 
the grandiose cupalo on the Cathedral 
of Florence, the prototype of Michael 
Angelo's cupola of St. Peter's 
In 


Home. 
Ponntollo, 
the 
marvelous 


sculptor, whoso influence has been as 
new wlrx; among the artists of 
his 


time, was eight years younger than 
Ghlbertl. 


Tho contest of competing artists for 


tho commission offered by tho slgnorln 
for the two bronzo doors of the bap- 
tistry of San Giovanni is well known. 
Every visitor to the National Museum 
of tho Dargello In Florence may com- 
pare the specimens of workmanship 
sent In by the' two prominent rivals, 
DrunolloFchl and Ghlbertl. 


The subject chosen was the Sacri- 


fice of Isaac. "This story." as Vasarl 
has It, "comprising landscape 
with 


human figures, nude and clothed, as 
well as those of animals; the foremost 
of these figures was to be In full relief, 
tho second In half-relief, and the third 
in low-relief." The award was given 
to Ghlbcrtl. 


The outcome of tho success gained 


Is to be seen In the first gate which 
Ghlbortl wrought, receiving the com- 
mission for It on Nov. 23, 1403, and 
the contract obliging him to begin the 
work on the 1st of December follow- 
ing, and continue it without Intermis- 
sion—feast days oxcepted—until ita 
completion. This door, divided In tho 
center, consists of twenty-elulu 
baa- 


reliefs, 
arranged 
In chronological 


order, each possessing a special frame, 
adorned with n band of Ivy leaves, and 
having nt each 
angle the head of a 


prophet or a sybil. Twenty of the sub- 
jects are taken from the Now Testa- 
ment; the others represent the evan- 
gelists and the doctors of the church.

NATIONAL CROP REPORT 


GENERALLY FAVORABLE 


Drought Has Prevailed In the Ohio 


and Lower Mississippi Valleys 


and the Southern States. 


Washington, Sept. 0.—The crop re- 


port Issued by the weather bureau 
says till! weather conditions of the 
week ended Sept. 7 were generally 
favorable except In tho Ohio and low- 
er Mississippi valleys and 
In 
the 


southern states, where drought has 
prevailed. 


Early 
corn 
Is 
maturing rapidly, 


some fields being safe from frost, and 
cutting In progressing in the southern 
and central sections. Late corn has 
advanced satisfactorily generally, ex- 
cept In Iowa, and under favorable 
conditions the bulk of the crop will 
be safe In two to three weeks; In 
Iowa It Is maturing slowly, and the 
crop needs rain In Kansas, Arkansas, 
southern Missouri and the upper Ohio 
valley. 


Spring wheat harvest Is nearly com- 


pleted in the northern Itocky moun- 
tain states and thrashing Is general. 
Mains hare again delayed 
stacking 


and thrashing In North Dakota, and 
this work has been somewhat retard- 
ed by damp grain in shock in South 
Dakota, and by 
cloudy 
and 
damp 


weather In southern Minnesota, which 
has caused damage to wheat In shock 
and stack. 


Prospects for an average crop. of 


apples are reported from portions of 
New England and the middle Atlan- 
tic states, Iowa, Kansas and Okla- 
homa; a light crop Is promised''In 
Missouri, and lens than tho average 
in Now York, although the fruit Is of 
good quality in the last named state. 
Complaints of dropping are general.

Tlio artnles of Robert E. I.ee and 


Joe Ilooker lay on opposite banks of 
*he Itappahannock, Hooker getting his 
mnks In trim to cross over and pass 
the uauk of Lee on the way to Ulcli- 
snond. Hut the river was patrolled on 
The southern bank by Stuart's alert 
Iiorscmen. These must 
be cleared 
iiray before Hooker's advance set face 
southward or the movement would be 
tllscovered at the start. 
Kite Lee's 


main camp was at Culpcper Court 
House, some miles back from the river. 
His strongest guard stood watch at 
Kelly's ford, the best crossing of the 
region above Frederleksburg. 


Hooker ordered General William W. 


Arerell to ride out with his brigade of 
S.OOO troopers and smash Fltz Lee'n 
lirignde. But they had clever scouts) 
In the camps of the Army of Northern 
"Virginia. 'Averell had barely left his 
Tents on the north bank when General 
KolK.>rt E. Lee sent a telegram from 
»«id(iuarters at Fredericksburg to his 
nephew, putting him on hi* guard, und 
Jiy nightfall of the Kith Fltz Lee's own 
scouts brought word that the riders In 
blue were only six miles from Kelly's 
lord and aiming for that crossing. 


Fltz-IIugh Lee kept twenty sharp- 


shooters at the ford regularly and Im- 
mediately sent down forty more at a 
gallop. The sharpshooters had built 
jilts for cover and lay awake all night 
to meet the enemy. The ford was ol>- 
structed with fallen trees and the op- 
posite approach barricaded with n net- 
-cork of stout limbs and saplings hewn 
to a sharp point. 
Averoll's advance 


zuard twice tried the ford about 8 a. m. 
on the 17th and was driven back. Fi- 
nally Averell picked twenty men from 
Ills brigade and, calling upon Lleuten-

middle of the current, he had but six- 
teen follower* and, making a rush, 
nmched the enemy's pits with but two 
men at his back. Hut the daring fel- 
lows had made such a good light with 
their carbines that the sharpshooters 
retreated, and ISrown captured twenty- 
five belated ones whose horse holders 
stampeded and left 
them 
without 


mounts. 


Averell quickly crossed his brigade 


lor fear of attack while astraddle of 
the stream. The current was very swift, 
and In order to prevent wetting the ar- 
tillery ammunition In crossing U was 
tarried In the nosebags of the horses. 
The troops went Into line of battle as 
soon as they were over, but, seeing no 
tneiny. marched out on the different 
toads lending from the ford. With his 
right resting upon the river AvereH nil- 
Tanced his left to a good position for 
battle and halted with his sharpshoot 
ars beh.nd a stone farm fence. 


Fltz-Hugh Lee held back In order to 


cmke sure that Averell was crossing at 
Kelly's Instead of a ford higher up 
When his scouts told of Averell's posl 
Son, nv quickly rode down, preceded 
tty mounted sharpshooters, and formed 
the Third Virginia cavalry for the 
charge. The Virginians swept down the 
atone fence, using pistols lu the faces 
of the Federals. 
Finding no gap 


through the wall, they rode back Into 
a field, reformed their rnnk« auil re- 
turned to the attack through a fnrm- 
yard held by the Federals. The Feder 
aH at the fttriu were reiiugylvnulann, 
»ml the fighting waged fiercely for 


»-ome time, the Federals holding on by 
the aid of artillery. 


In the charge* of the Virginians 


Stuart lost his gallant boy artillerist. 
Colonel John IVIlmni. I'elhain's gunn 
wen: not In the light, but he had 
chanced to hear of the alTalr and rode 
to the Held with the head of column 
along with his chief, who also was 
•here by accident. When the Virginians 
charged on the farmhouse, IVllmin 
rushed to the front, waving his sword 
und urging on the troopers with a wild 
battle shout. He was struck dead by a 
shell from Averell's guns, and the tlery 
cavalcade swept en over Ids body. 


After its repulse at the farmhouse 


the Third Virginia was Joined by Colo- 
nel T. L. Hosser's Fifth Virginia, hut 
In a second effort both were driven 
back by the rapid carbine lire of the 
I'ennsylvanlans and Averell's guns. 
Meanwhile I-'ltz-Ilugh Lee's right had 
charged Averell's left and ridden al- 
most up to the battery. This charge 
was also repulsed, the Federal troopers 
making a giillant countercharge. 


Finding his force outnumbered three 


to one, Fltz-Hugh Lei: decldiil to meet 
the foe on ground of his o\vn choosing. 
He drew back and formed his line at 
the edge of an open Held (HJO yards 
wide. Four cannon crowned a knoll 
which overlooked the roadway. Aver- 
ell's column followed 
the retiring 


Confederates rapidly and marching 
through a wood suddenly came upon 
Lee's batter}' and troopers In their new 
position. The wide Held on the Federal 
side was covered with dry stubble, 
which was on tire. Fltz-Hugh Lee's 
guns raked the roadway, but In the 
face of It all the Federal troopers 
rushed on, beating out the Hames with 
their overcoats and blankets as they 
advanced. 


On looking the ground over Averell 


decided not to push the attack. From 
appearances which were deceiving he 
thought that the Confederate battery 
was behind earthworks and the ground 
was such that he could not carry It by 
think attack. Ills artillery ammunition 
was Imperfect, while that of Fltz-Ilugh 
Leo was terribly deadly. Whenever the 
Confederate gunners made a target of 
a llylng tr«»op of Federals they Invarla 
bly landed a shot. 


Seeing that Averell would not take 


the initiative, Fltz-Hugh Lee ordered a 
grand cavalry charge. It was a .rash 
venture and one he would not have un- 
dertaken after the blue and gray ha 
crossed sabers a few times, as they dlii 
frequently thereafter In 181W. He put 
every squadron In, leaving no reserve 
und having nothing for his troopers ti 
rally on in case of defeat except tin. 
four guns of his battery. Averell's bat- 
tery had l.'O rounds of serviceable am 
munition held In reserve In anticipa- 
tion of a charge. When Lee's troopers 
rode forward, the battery opened will 
shell at l.r.OO yards, changing to spher 
leal case at 1.0<»0 yards and to double 
shotted canister at -too yards. 


Lee's Fourth Virginia regiment en 


countered a rail fence when half waj 
across the field, and the troopers ton 
It down under a galling lire from tin 
Federal carbines. This regiment, with 
the Second Virginia, constituted Lee's 
right wing. Together they aimed for 
Averell's battery. 
Meanwhile Lee's 


left wing came to n deep run, which 
checked the line, and It was forced to 
change from line formation to a col- 
umn of fours tinder lire. Hie across the 
stream and then deploy Into line of 
battle. Averell's cavalry 
met this 


Charge by tiring at long range from tins 
woofls screening that flank. The Con- 
federates tried to sweep around and 
reach the Federal guns which lay di- 
rectly In front of the Fourth and Sec- 
ond Virginia. Between this column and 
the battery were two strong fences In- 
closing the main road of the region. 
By the time the troopers reached the 
road they were broken up Into small 
squads and the Impact of the charge 
lost. The regiments, three In number— 
the First, Third and Fifth Virginia— 
turned back and made their way to the 
hill from which they started. 


On the other flank the desperate 


charge of the Second and Fourth Vir- 
ginia met with stubborn resistance to 
the last. After passing the fence these 
troopers dashed for Averell's guns. The 
gunners left their pieces, but oppor- 
tunely the First Rhode Island cavalry 
rushed to the point of danger and In a 
sharp hand to hand fight drove off the 
Virginians. The defeat of the Second 
and Fourth Virginia was not a rout, 
however. They rode back to the old 
ground to reform without molestation. 
Even the gallant Ithode Islanders, who 
made the hardest light In Averell's col- 
umn, were sntlslled to have rescued the 
battery. 


With 
thi> retreat of the 
Second 


and Fourth regiments catue Avcrull't* 
chance to destroy Fltz Lee's brigade. 
Leu's men had been beaten In fair 
fighting. They were fewer In number 
than the enemy by almost three to one 
and had suffered most In the lighting. 
But Avorcll excused himself from fur- 
ther attack ou the ground that he had 
heard the drum beat of Infantry In the 
Confederate Hues the night before, 
that Fltz Loo's posltlun was protected 
by rifle pits and the sun:! protected by 
earthworks. He could not attack by 
the Hank and believed that a direct at- 
tack would end In disaster. In fact, hu 
thought that withdrawal In the face of 
the onumy would be extremely hazard- 
ous. Hence he gave It up and marched 
back across the KappHliaiiuock. 


Fltz Lee lost 100 men and 150 horses 


killed or wounded, double the battle 
casualties sustained by his opponent

"Wright. actltiK as umpire In the dis- 
pute between tho operators anil min- 
ers on the board of conciliation which 
was appointed as a result of the strike 
commission, lias made his report In 
the case of the five matters under dis- 
pute. The report was-llled with T. U. 
Nlcholls, secretary of the board. 


Dealing with the question of the 


employer's right to discharge men for 
any cause other than of connection 
•with a Inbor union. Umpire Wright 
agrees wholly with the contention of 
the operators' representatives and de- 
clares that the right of an employer 
to discharge without giving the cause 
of the discharge Is sustained by the 
award of the commission. 


An to the rockmen's dispute, tlio

TO HEROES OF '55 


SENATOR DEPEWISTHEORATOR 


Figures Represent the Chieftain Dem- 


onstrating to the Colonial General

The figures, which 
stand on a granite pedestal, are nine 
feet high.
